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A Chat With Our Readers 


During the more than 40 years that I 
have been active in the stamp world, as 
a collector, dealer and publisher, I have 
always attempted to make friends with 
the people with whom I did business 
through the medium of being perfectly 
frank with them in my statements and 
actions. As a result of this I have made 
some enemies, people who prefer to prac- 
tice diplomacy rather than truth and 
facts. 


The terrible situation in the world to- 
day is due as much to the fact that some 
nations have been practicing and believ- 
ing in diplomacy while others have used 
it to gain advantages. That in a way 
best expresses why I have never believed 
in diplomacy. Solely because you never 
know whether the other fellow is going 
to continue using diplomacy or whether 
he will eventually drop diplomacy and 
take advantage of you. While frankness 
and fact sometimes may not sound good 
or may not put one in the best frame of 
mind, at least the man who bases his 
actions on such can never be accused of 
having double crossed the other fellow, 
and you should know what to expect 
from him. Let us hope our country will 
look the facts in the face rather than 
rely on diplomacy. 


I had not intended to start a discus- 
sion of world affairs, but the use of the 
above paragraph very well illustrates my 
feelings in all my business acts. LIN- 
PRINT INC., and Linn’s Weekly Stamp 
News have developed solely as the result 
of hard work on the part of myself and 
those whom I have had associated with 
me. Although the business has an au- 
thorized capital of $25,000, but a very 
small amount of this stock has been sold 
to outside interests for cash. Such prog- 
ress as we have made has been by the 
sweat of our brow. There has been no 
angel to finance us, although for the past 
four or five years we have made very 
splendid progress, have grown to the 
point where our annual volume of busi- 
ness today is double what it was when 
I took charge of this business eleven 
years ago. Our sole need has been ade- 
quate capital with which to handle our 
business. Were we able today, to sell 
for cash, the remainder of the Capital 
Stock which we are authorized to sell, 
we could on the basis of our business for 
the past three or four years, start pay- 
ing a 6% dividend on our Preferred stock 
and have enough left for dividends on 
our Common Stock. 


When one doubles their annual volume 
of business, it should be apparent to any 
thinking person that they will of neces- 
sity have to add machinery and equip- 
ment, besides seek larger quarters.

The larger 
quarters were occupied in April, 1937. We 
are fast using up the surplus space that 
we acquired. Since our occupation of 
these new quarters we have bought and 
added to our equipment several pieces of 
new machinery necessary to the produc- 
tion of our paper and our products. 


We can mention a new Baum Folding 
Machine at a cost of over $1700.00, a 
new Automatic Feeder for our Cylinder 
Press at over $1200.00, a new paper drill 
which drills, rather than punches holes 
in album pages ,cost over $375.00. A 
new Mitering machine used in our com- 
posing room cost over $150.00. A new 
addressing machine for addressing the 
wrappers for our paper and with which 
we expect to adopt a new plan of mail- 
ing as soon as some other equipment is 
set up and in operation. This machine 
cost over $400.00. Then there is a new 
High Speed Kelly Press which cost over 
$2200.00 and a new Gang Stitching Ma- 
chine at over $1600.00. All in all in the 
past four years, more than $7500.00 worth 
of new equipment. Besides an expense 
of over $4000.00 for moving. 

At this time we can say that with the 
exception of the last two machines we 
have acquired, all of the material has 
been bought and paid for in these past 
four years. On the two new machines, 
substantial payments have been made 
and we anticipate clearing them up in 
the next two years time. 

With the acquisition of these last two 
machines, we now feel that we have 
acquired all of the special machinery 
that it will be necessary for us to have 
for some time to come. We have a very 
excellent plant, it belongs to LINPRINT 
INC., and merits the support of every 
man who believes in individual effort 
and the just reward of individual effort. 


Now that we have given you a brief 
review of our business for the past few 
years, we are ready to announce that 
just so soon as we can get our new Gang 
Stitching Machine set up and in opera- 
tion, we will be prepared to wire stitch 
Linn’s Weekly Stamp News. This has 
been the one thing that our readers have 
asked for more than any other improve- 
ment. In so far as the contents of the 
paper are concerned, and that is what 
you read, the wire stitches will add noth- 
ing to it, but if it gives our readers 
peace of mind it will have served its 
purpose.

Ohio Revenue Stamps Special Flights at Washington 


May 27-28-29 





Ohio state officials in charge of excise 
tax collections announced a few days ago 
that a mew 2c Cigarette Tax stamp 
would be issued soon. Of a new design 
and different color, the stamp will meas- 
ure slightly smaller than the old stamp 
(%4x¥e inch instead of 11-16ths by 
13-16ths). It will be a decalcomania 
production. No change is being made 
in the lc and 5c which are not decal 
productions and are the original design 
of 1932 when the tax was instituted, 
states Chas. J. Baxter, stamp editor of 
the Columbus Citizen. 

Sales Tax stamps are gradually ap- 
pearing on the newly adopted orange 
paper with watermark “OHIO” repeated 
through the sheet in letters over 14 inch 
high. The 1c, 2c and 3c have been 
issued. 





May 27, 28 and 29 a number of denom- 
stration pick-up flights will take place from 
Bolling Field, Anacostia, D. C. to the 
Washington, (D. C.) Airport, carrying cov- 
ers only on the outbound trip. The same 
will be true of several autogiro flights on 
May 28. At Bolling field a special postal 
station will use different cachets tor the two 
types of flights. Air mail covers for these 
may be sent under cover to the Washington 
D.C. postmaster. Each cover should bear 
light pencil notation indicating date and 
type of flight desired such as “May 27 pick- 
up” or “May 28 autogiro” etc. 























Famous American Composers 


VICTOR HERBERT 


An adopted American is Victor Herbert, for this com- 
poser was born at Dublin, Ireland, on Feb. 1, 1859, and 
did not see America until he was 27 years old. His 
father was a lawyer, his grandfather the famous novelist, 
Samuel Lover. Orphaned at an early age, Herbert lived 
for a time with an aunt in London and his musical talent 
being noted he was sent to Germany at the age of 7 to 
study music. He mastered the cello so well that he was 
appointed first cellist in the Court Orchestra at Stutt- 
gart and appeared as soloist in concerts throughout 
Europe. In 1886 he married, in Vienna, Theresa Foer- 
ster and a son and daughter were born of this union. In 
the same year as his marriage he came to New York City 











as solo cellist in the Metropolitan Orchestra. Thereafter 











he was with other orchestras as soloist or conductor. 
From 1894 to 1898 Herbert was bandmaster of the 22nd 
Regiment of New York and from 1898 to 1904 conductor of the Pittsburgh Orches- 
tra. In the latter year he organized “Victor Herbert’s New York Orchestra” which 
he conducted for many years. His first comic opera, “Prince Ananias,” was first 
played on Nov. 20, 1894, and was followed by 47 more at frequent intervals, among 
them being “Naughty Marietta,” “Kiss Me Again,” “Babes in Toyland” and “The 
Only Girl.” Though these appeared rapidly, their composition was never hurried 
or careless, but showed an apparently inexhaustible ability at musical invention, 
splendid orchestration and skilled technical construction. The music from many of 
these operas are still popular airs. Herbert was personally popular; a kindly, gra- 
cious man who mixed with leading figures of his day. A large man, stout, he was 
full faced and somewhat of an epicure. He was continually active in Irish freedom 
Movements and was President of the Friendly Sons of St. Patrick; but he adopted 
America as his homeland. His career is said to be the history of light opera in 
America and his compositions rank him with Johann Strauss, Offenbach, and Gil- 
bert and Sullivan. He died at New York City, May 26, 1924, and since this was 
the center of his activities for many years, the stamp was issued there. 





Alaska and New Zealand 
Clipper Flights 





The Post Office Department on May 
16 announced that the Alaskan route will 
operate from Seattle, Wash., to Juneau 
and Ketchikan and all three will have 
cachets. Postage rate will be 6c. Post- 
masters will, as usual hold covers for 
the first flight. 

A post office has now been established 
at Canton Island and preparations con- 
tinue for inauguration of air service to 
New Zealand by way of Honolulu, Can- 
ton and Noumea, New Caledonia. 
LINN’S of Sept. 6, 1939, carried com- 
plete official announcement of how to 
send covers and the postage rates, as 
well as Pan-American Airways rates for 
servicing covers. No additional infor- 
mation has since been officially forthcom- 
ing. The postmaster at San Francisco 
is still holding covers sent him last fall 
for the first flight which was expected 
to take place then, but postponed on 
account of the war it is said. The rates 
of postage on covers as decreed at that 
time, per half ounce, was 40c to Noumea, 
and 50c to Auckland, New Zealand. At 
that time there was no post office on 
Canton Island, but Pan-American Air- 
ways offered to handle covers sent them 
for 45c per cover. Such covers were to 
be sent the firm’s San Francisco office, 
and they would affix postage necessary 
and send them back to the sender after 
flight, marking them in some manner to 
indicate carriage to Canton. The editors 
of LINN’S however suggest that readers 
wait until further official announcement 
is made regarding this proposed route, 
before sending any more covers. We 
will print such news as soon as available. 


Philatelic Agent on Stamp 





On his 60th birthday, the Swedish 
postal service planned to issue this spring, 
a stamp in honor of Uno Soderberg, 
head of the Swedish Philatelic Agency. 
The denomination will appropriately be 
60 ore and the design will depict him. 
Except for its kings, Sweden has not 
prior to this time shown a living person 
on its stamps. The N. Y. Times quotes 
the official announcement as stating the 
honor is in tribute to his efforts in “pop- 
ularizing Swedish stamps throughout the 





world.”

Cancelling to Order Prohibited 


The Canadian postal service has issued 
strict orders that stamps are not to be 
cancelled “to order” for collectors and 
has warned postal service employees that 
the “Department will be obliged to take 
serious notice of any departures from 
the rule.” The placing of stamps on 
covers, requesting that they be cancelled 
and then handed back is expressly for- 
bidden and the Department orders that 
hereafter the “only way in which phil- 
atelists or other interested persons can 
obtain official cancellations . . . is by 
using the stamps for postage in the 
ordinary way ....” One collector had 
a postmaster cancel 1897 commemora- 
tives with a postmarking device which 
had date omitted.

The Post Office Department is still 
going through the motions of attempting 
to stop the precancellation of commem- 
oratives. Under date of April 30, the 
following apeared in the Postal Bulletin 
under heading “Precancelling Commem- 
orative Stamps:”— 

“It has come to attention that some 
postmasters are precanceling postage 
stamps of the Famous American Series 
and other commemorative issues. 

The attention of postmasters is again 
invited to the fact that it is not per- 
missible to precancel postage stamps of 
commemorative issues and, therefore, 
postmasters should take steps to see that 
such stamps are not precanceled at their 
offices. 

If postmasters have on hand any of 
the commemorative stamps heretofore 
issued which have been precanceled, such 
stamps should be promptly submitted 
to the Department for redemption.”

First Day Statistics 


132,375 covers were mailed on the 
first day of the 10c Jane Addams stamp, 
April 26 at Chicago. 294,000 stamps with 
face value of $29,400 were sold. More 
than 50,000 more first day covers of the 
lc Stephen Foster were sent than of the 
2c Sousa, though both were issued the 
same day and the Sousa stamp was at 
Washington, D. C., a city which several 
interested persons had requested as first 
day city for the entire series- 183,461 
Foster covers were sent from Bardstown, 
Ky., May 3, and 131,422 2c Sousa covers 
were sent. The post offices sold 651,146 
Foster stamps with face value of $6,- 
511.46 and 326,130 Sousa stamps having 
a face value of $6,522.60.

3c 1867 Error Found 


A hitherto unknown error was found 
recently in an old stuck-down collection 
purchased by Mrs. Y. Souren, wife of 
the New York dealer. Mrs. Souren had 
bought the collection to obtain varieties 
for her collection of Match and Medicine 
revenues and upon soaking this sup- 
posedly common 3c 1867 along with 
some other stamps, found it to be printed 
on both sides. The 3c 1861 (the un- 
grilled stamp) is known in this condi- 
tion, but no similar copy was known of 
the grilled 3c of 1867. The ungrilled 
error catalogues $1,200 and at least sev- 
eral copies are said to exist. As the New 
York Times stamp column points out, 
no stamp is too common to be discarded 
without careful inspection. 


® The Albuquerque (N. Mex.) Phila- 
telic Society has commenced publication 
of an interesting mimeographed club 
bulletin titled “The Blue Moon.” Edited 
by Mrs. A. S. Houghton, the first num- 
ber comprises two pages of New Mexican 
stamp news.

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Censor Marks Reported 





From the island of Nukualofa in the 
Tongas comes a cover which bears 
stamped in purple capital letters in one 
line “PASSED BY CENSOR.” This, 
incidentally is the much ballyhooed “Tin 
Can Island” from which mails are sup- 
posed to be sent to passing ships by 
swimmers pushing a tin can, but this 
cover bore no cachets or other indication 
of such a service, as do the covers pre- 
pared for tourists and stamp collectors. 

A three-line rubber stamp reading 
“PASSED — FOR TRANSMIS- 
SION” is being used in Singapore, 
Straits Settlements, on both incoming 

and outgoing mails, reports Robert L. 
Jones of Philadelphia. 

A specimen of the Censor Label used 
by India is submitted on a cover by 
Leo Fritter, Columbus, O. Label is 
white paper, size 234 x 4% inches, with 
“OPENED BY CENSOR?” printed in 
one line of large red letters and above 
arectangular coat of arms. Face of cover 
bears a triangular magenta handstamp 
censor marking as described before, only 
difference being numerals “10” instead 
of “12” in the center. As Mr. Fritter 
points out, this envelope must have 
startled the censor, for on the inside in 
large letters on the flap is printed the 
paper maker’s imprint “MADE IN 
GERMANY.” 

Manuscript markings are reported from 
Swaziland by the South African Phil- 
atelist. Kenya uses a boxed rectangle 
inscribed “Passed By Military Censor” 
with number in center and space for 
initials or signature. Mauritius uses an 
oval inscribed “Passed by Censor Mauri- 
tius.” 

A Belgian cover received, evidently 
was censored by a British censor some- 
where, for it bears an English label hav- 
ing in the upper right corner in small 
letters “P.C.90” and in large letters in 
two lines: “OPENED BY—EXAMIN- 
ER 5319.” The whole being printed in 
black on a white label about 314x234 
inches. 


® China in March of this year issued 
its first postage due stamps of de- 
nominations higher than 30c. Denomina- 
tions had remained unchanged since 1904. 
The regular $1 and $2 were overprinted 
for postage due by Shanghai headquar- 
ters and new designs of those denomina- 
tions were ordered.

Liberia Increases Air Mail 





Sales of stamps for air mail in Liberia 
increased by approximately 100% in the 
first 8 months of 1939 compared to the 
same period in 1938,. it was stated in 
the annual message of the President of 
the republic, delivered at the first ses- 
sion of the 39th Legislature at Mon- 
rovia, Dec. 18. During 1939 overland 
mail service was extended so that the 
capital is linked with coastwise ports 
from Robertsport to River Cess and 
Kakata in the interior. Daily exchange 
of mails is made with Kakata and semi- 
weekly with the other ports. Stamp sales 
for air mail declined in September and 
October to half what they had been in 
those two months of the previous year 
(no official mention being made that in 
September, 1938, the new airmail se- 
ries having a face value of $2.25 having 
been issued). Prior to that time no 
quantities of air post stamps were avail- 
able, other than a limited provisional 
series of 1936. 

Total postal revenues declined slightly 
in 1939, but these include the revenue 
from radio-telegraph service, which de- 
clined severely due to competition of 
the air mail service. 


® As of March 9, the Chief Censor of 
the Canadian Ministry of Customs an- 
nounced that the exportation of stamps 
to any countries except those in the 
Western Hemisphere was forbidden. Brit- 
ish protests have been strong and the 
rules were subsequently modified to the 
extent of permitting business with Eng- 
land.

Editor’s Notebook 


RUMORS Hopeless is the future for 
the collector or dealer who 
stampedes every time he meets up with 
a rumor. For rumors constitute a large 
portion of the so-called philatelic “news” 
emanating from the federal city. We are 
repeatedly asked when will such-and- 
such a stamp appear or flight take place, 
just because someone hard up for facts 
has broadcast rumors and other guesses 
as “news.” The only thing hot about 
some of this alleged “hot news” is that 
it makes a dandy fire in the furnace. 
Sources of some of these rumors are per- 
sons equipped with a microscopic knowl- 
edge of philately as witness their report- 
ing a new special “cancel” which turned 
out to be just a cachet and such im- 
portant (?!) philatelic “news” as that 
D. parcels can now be sent to 
Persia for higher sums than formerly! 
With real news a scarcity in the cap- 
ital, we see no point in wasting space 
on rumors, nor in putting the biggest 
type in the shop over them for head- 
lines. Paying serious attention to Wash- 
ington rumors cf stamps is just a little

stamp albums. It’s ludicrous, the absurd 
excuses seized upon by some scheming 
groups desiring free advertising. They 
decide they want a stamp and then pick 
some thing or person to serve as excuse 
for commemoration. In a country thick 
with Chambers of Commerce and asso- 
ciations for more things than any person 
could ever imagine, these proposed is- 
sues are practically daily events. So why 
fill columns with rumors on such propo- 
sitions or pretend that most of them will 
ever get any farther than a wastebasket. 

And non-philatelic organizations 
shouldn’t get all the blame. Right here 
in our hobby are quite a few persons 
ready to take unscrupulous advantage 
whenever it offers. They are willing to 
make a racket out of anything they can, 
regardless of the disastrous after effects 
on the hobby. Governments themselves 
are bad enough at thinking up ways to 
part us from our stamp funds, but some 
persons right in our hobby are no slouch 
at that either and given a chance with 
cachets, labels and similar fields within 
their grasp, work it for all they can. 
These people too manufacture rumors 
which often verge upon deliberate false- 
hoods.

It should be noted that many curren- 
cies fluctuate from week to week and the 
present trend is downward in foreign 
countries. 

Certain colonial possessions have their 
currencies based on other possessions. 
Ceylon’s rupee is the same in value as 
that of India, but the rupee of Mauritius 
and Seychelles are “pegged” at the rate 
of 1/6 in Great Britain currency. Most 
British Pacific islands currency are the 
same in value as Australian and New 
Zealand, which in turn are approximately 
20% below that of England. Fiji and 
Pitcairn are notable exceptions. The Brit- 
ish Colonies of British Honduras and 
Trinidad have their dollar based on the 
U. S. dollar, while Newfoundland’s dollar 
follows that of Canada. 

The Portuguese Colonies have their 
monies based on the gold franc as fol- 
lows: Cape Verde, Guinea, St. Thomas 
& Prince, Mozambique the rate is 10 
escudos or angolares to the gold franc; 
in India it is 1 rupee and 3 tangas to the 
franc; and in Macao and Timor the ex- 
change rate is 3 reis, 1 Pataca and 40 
avos to the gold franc. The gold franc, 
not used anywhere as currency, is a the- 
oretical currency employed by the Uni- 
versal Postal Union as a basis for inter- 
national postal rates and in exchange 
accounting. The gold franc is “valued” 
at 20c U. S. (or 5 gold centimes to the 
cent). The denominations of New Heb- 
tides stamps are expressed in gold francs 
but the stamps are sold for either French 
or English money at a ratio determined 
by postal rates of other colonies.

Conglomerates from Chicago

One of Chicago’s large department 
stores, Carson Pirie Scott and Co., insti- 
tuted a plan, during its Stamp Week, to 
encourage stamp collecting. According to 
their advertisement, “Our Stamp Week 
begins today (March 2, 1940) with Mr. 
Arthur Barger, internationally known 
philatelist, in our Book Section . . . Come 
in to consult Mr. Barger . . . this is an 
ideal time to acquaint yourself with an 
absorbing hobby, and to see the fascinat- 
ing collection of stamps on display from 
all parts of the world, including many 
novelties and interesting issues.” Al- 
though this is probably not an original 
idea, it is one, however, which assists our 
No. 1 Hobby to continue its reign. 





The Photogravure section of The 
Chicago Daily News, March 9, 1940, de- 
picts four Russian stamps, #546-49, with 
the following caption beneath them, 
“Modern war in all its horror is depisted 
in this series, issued in 1934. The 5- 
kopek shows bombs raining on a city; 
refuges in flight and various incidents of 
invasion are indicated by the others.” 


To the left of these stamps is a picture 
of Dictator Stalin, together with the fol- 
lowing words, “Dictator Stalin, now war- 
ring to expand Russian boundaries. War, 
either defensive or offensive, must have 
been much in the mind of the authorities 
who used stamps to increase war con- 
sciousness in the Soviet Union.” 

It is further remarked, that these 
stamps were “a series showing the horrors 
of modern warfare...issued five years 
before the first Soviet armies marched 
into Finland.” 





In observance of the centenary of ad- 
hesive postage stamps, the Chicago Pub- 
lic library has an interesting philatelic 
exhibition which has been loaned by the 
American Philatelic Society. This pic- 
torial story of 100 years of postage stamps 
18 certainly well worth seeing. 





According to C. M. Mattson, in a 
letter to The Chicago Daily Tribune, 
April 6, the “clothes-line stamp” takes on 
another image: 


“These new stamps Farley’s 
got out—commemorating the 
50th anniversary of statehood: 
I like to paste them on the let- 
ters upside down because there, 
clearly, appears the good old 
pachyderm himself! Is this an 
omen?” 





The Famous Americans are certainly 
arousing poetic interest, for here is an- 
other poem which apeared in A Line 
O’ Type Or Two, The Chicago Tribune, 
April 5, 1940.

(On the new five cent stamp.) 
I mind when grandma followed ye, 
Wi’ fond white ribbon hopes, 
Ye jousted wi’ John Barleycorn 
An’ forced him tae the ropes.

Yer bonny bairn waxed fat an’ strong, 
An’ strode aboot the land, 
While grandma an’ her sisters 
Gied him a hearty hand. 
But, och, the fickly, changing years! 
His fate lang syne was written, 
While grandma noo laps up wi’ ease 
Six scotches at a sittin’. 

Frae aff that narrow path o’ yers 
Intae the ditch we’ve skidded— 

I hae a grave suspicion noo 
Somebody’s being kidded. 

M’ ain considered judgment is— 
I dinna think I’ve erred— 

Some philatelic burocrat 
Is slippin’ ye the bird. 

The very hand that slugged yer child 
An’ made o’ him a tramp 

Has noo—sic gross effrontery!— 
Placed ye upon a stamp.
